DDT and 
Infertility 
Are Linked

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov- 


ernment scientists have con- 
cluded a suspected

tween DDT and human infer- 
tility warrants attention but not 
an immediate ban of the pesti- 
cide.

Ronald L. Gellert, a physi- 
ologist, both of the University 
of Washington.

of laboratory rats. They said a 
corresponding condition causing 
infertility was detected with in- 
creasing frequency in women.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


housewife who doesn't want her 
family to eat too much choles- 
terol presently has to memorize 
either the content of dozens of 
food items or carry a guide 
with her to the store. 


But under a proposal pub- 


lished today by the Food and 
Drug Administration she could 
tell by glancing at the label of 
any processed food, not only if 
it's high in cholesterol 
but 


whether it contains any other 
substance she wants to avoid. 


The proposal, framed not by 


the FDA but by five George 
Washington University law stu- 
dents, would require the listing 
of 
all processed 
foods' 
in- 


gredients on their labels. 


The FDA took the unusual 


step of publishing the proposal 
for a 60-day comment period 
without endorsing it. The agen- 
cy's head, Dr. Charles C. Ed- 
wards, 
said 
the 
comments 


would help the government de- 
cide whether the change is de- 
sirable and whether the govern- 
ment has the legal power to ef- 
fect it. 


The proposal would require 


so-called standardized 
foods, 


which account for 20 per cent 
of grocery store items, to meet 
the full-labeling 
requirements 


that now apply to nonstandar- 
dized foods only. 


A standardized food is one in 


which the types and amounts of 
ingredients are set by FDA 
regulations. 


Examples include peanut but- 


ter, jams, cherry pie, enriched 
flour, some breakfast cereals 
and cola drinks. The peanut 
butter standard, for instance, 
requires 90 per cent peanut 
content.

Asked whether the owners 


approved of the game, Rob- 
ertson, a star guard for the 
NBA 
champion 
Milwaukee 


Bucks and president of the 
players association, snapped: 


"It doesn't matter whether 


they approve or not!" 


He said that by refusing to 


present such a game without a 
merger "the owners' sole moti- 
vation becomes clear—money. 


"What should be of interest is 


the fan and the quality of prod- 
uct he sees." 


NBA Commissioner Walter 


Kennedy refused to say what 
action the league might take to 
halt the contest but ABA Com- 
missioner Jack Dolph said his 
league would "take steps to 
stop our players from partici- 
pating if it is decided the game 
would be detrimental to the 
league—which we have not. 


"A player's contract requires 


him to get permission from his 
team for any such game," 
Dolph added. 


But Arlen Preblud, attorney 


for the ABA Players Associ- 
ation, insisted: 


"It is not the intention of the 


ABA players to play this in de- 
fiance of our owners. And it 
has nothing to do with the 
merger. The ABA players are 


merely playing a game with 
the NBA players for the Whitney 
Young Foundation." 


The net gate receipts from 


the game will go to the newly 
created foundation which di- 
rects funds to programs that 
prepare ghetto youngsters for 
college. 


The game will be syndicated 


for national television at 8:30 
p.m., EOT, by TVS, an inde- 
pendent network. The television 
receipts will go to supplement

in the Martin Luther King 
Freedom Games. 


On paper, Ryun has an im- 


pressive edge. He has beaten 
Liquori in six out of eight races 
at the mile and the "metric 
mile," 1,500 meters. He holds 
the world record for both dis- 
tances, 3:51.1 for the mile and 
3:33.1 for the 
1,500 meters, 


while Liquori rs best times are a 
3:57.2 mile and 3:37.2 for the 
metric distance. 


"Marty's a competitor," says 


Jim "Jumbo" Elliott, Liquori's 
coach at Villanova. "He never 
runs for time, but only to win, 
so naturally his times aren't as 
fast as Ryun's. But Marty's in 
the best shape of his life, and 
he's really ready for this race. 
Remember, he beat Ryun the 
last two times they raced, and

stronger now." 


"When I stepped into Jim's 


shoes as Number One," says 
Liquori, "I realized what it had 
been like for him.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 


about to be married and my 
mother has told me that if I 
douche after intercourse it 
will prevent pregnancy. She 
says douching is much safer 
than using b i r t h control 
items that are on the mar- 
ket. As I wish to work after 
marriage, I wish you would 
tell me if this is true or not. 


Dear Reader — You could 


get some protection from a 
douche, but 
n o t nearly, 


enough.'I cannot recommend1 
this as a very satisfactory 
method of birth control. 


If you are looking for an 


absolutely safe birth control 
method, from a health point 
of view, there is no better 
substitute than abstinence at 
the critical period. 
This 


phase can be identified fairly 
accurately with oral temper- 
atures recorded daily. There 
are only a few days each 
month that abstinence is nec- 
essary to affect birth con- 
trol. 


Then, of course, there are 


the pill and the intra-uterine 
device or loop. Both of these 
methods have been success- 
ful 
and a c t u a l l y have 


created a minimal number of 
problems. 


For something that is so 


important to your life and 
your future, it seems to me 
that you really ought to have 
a good discussion with your 
family doctor at the begin- 
ning of your married life. 


It should be added that for 


married couples that already 
have all the family they plan 
to have, the most effective, 
cheapest and least danger- 
ous procedure is the vasec- 
tomy procedure for the male. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—This may 


sound strange, but I really 
don't know. Is it possible for 
a girl (20) to attempt the act 
and afterwards find blood, 
but not be aware of any dis- 
comfort and still be a virgin? 


Dear Reader—This prob 


ably depends upon one's def- 
inition of a virgin. I am not 
sure, 
however, 
what dif- 


ference it really makes. The 
important considerations are 
the effects on your emotional 
outlook, like self-esteem and 
guilt reactions, the question 
of venereal disease and preg- 
nancy.

Funds for 
New Toll Rd. 
Study Asked 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


state Turnpike Authority voted 
Monday to ask the state High- 
way Department to pay for a 
new feasibility study of a pro- 
posed toll road between Little 
Rock and Pine Bluff. 


Members 
of the authority 


agreed that of all proposed toll- 
road routes in the state, the 
Little Rock to Pine Bluff route 
was the most feasible. 


A 1968 study showed the Pine 


Bluff-Little Rock turnpike was 
not economically feasible. The 
state turnpike law says that 
such toll roads must pay for 
themselves. 


Gov. Dale Bumpers, chair- 


man of the authority, said, 
however, that increased traffic 
between Little Rock and Pine 
Bluff could make the road ec- 
onomically feasible. 


Bumpers said he felt a suc- 


cessful toll road between Little 
Rock and Pine Bluff would pro- 
vide insurance for other such 
roads in the state. 


Highway 
Director 
Ward 


Goodman, secretary of the au- 
thority, said that a four-lane 
road from Little Rock to Pine 
Bluff could not be built with 
Highway Department funds for 
at least five years. 


Goodman said the depart- 


ment currently had a total of 
$14 million, including federal 
funds, to spend on primary 
road construction in the state 
during the current fiscal year. 
He said the proposed Little 
Rock - Pine Bluff road would 
cost about $22 million. 


Bumpers also said he hoped 


to meet soon with the governors 
of Oklahoma and Missouri to 
study a proposed toll road from 
Kansas City through eastern 
Oklahoma and western Arkan- 
sas. 


The governor said he hoped 


the states could get some type 
of federal assistance to buUd 
the proposed road.

Army's Top 
Policeman 
Sentenced 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Army's former top policeman 
has been sentenced to three 
years in prison for soliciting 136 
firearms from the Chicago Po- 
lice Department and keeping 
them for his own use. 


The maximum sentence re- 


tired Maj. Gen. Carl C. Turner 
could have received was five 
years and a $5,000 fine. He still 
faces trial June 7 on four 
counts of income tax evasion, 
according to U.S. Atty. Brian 
P. Gettings. 


U.S. Dist. Court Judge Oren 


L. Lewis, who imposed sen- 
tence, was critical of people 
who he said wrote him "lots of 
letters" asking for a minimal 
sentence. He said the writers 
included U.S. senators and high 
military personnel. 


He acknowledged his aware- 


ness of Turner's former high 
position inclined him to be less 
lenient, saying "A man who is 
entrusted with such high re- 
sponsibility has a greater bur- 
den to be honest." 


Turner, of Springfield, Va., 


was Army provost marshal 
general from 1964 to 1968. He 
pleaded guilty to the firearms 
charge. 


The 58-year-old man will be 


eligible for parole after serving 
one year.
